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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 36-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Johnson et al (US Patent 5,813,243). 

Johnson et al teach a computer system 102, Figs. 1-12, comprising: a housing 120 for 
enclosing a plurality of heat producing elements disposed within a plurality of 
individually thermally controlled substantially thermally insulated thermal zones 104, 
106, wherein the housing includes a plurality of air inlets 10 and air outlets 122 disposed 
on opposite surfaces of the housing 120 and allocated to the plurality of thermal zones 
104, 106 to allow an individual airflow to remove the heat generated by the respective 
heat producing elements of the respective thermal zone. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 22-35 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: a computer system comprising a frame disposed within a housing, wherein said 
frame has a plurality of thermal zones including a first and a second thermal zones with 
respective heat producing elements, and said housing includes a plurality of respective 
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air inlets and air outlets corresponding to the first and second thermal zones 
respectively. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Hileman et al (US Patent 5,963,424) also applicable for the 
rejection of the claims 36-37.
